Drop In Attendance This 
Year Is Expected Owing 
To Defense Plan Influence 


BERKELEY—Registration for the 
fall semester on the Berkeley cam- 
pus of the University of California 
will begin Thursday, August 21, with 
University officials predicting a de- 
cided drop in enrollment because 
of the national defense program. 

It was predicted that enrollment 
will drop by about 1000 students, 
from 15,581 last year to approxi- 
mately 14,500. 

Dr. Monroe E. Deutsch, vice-pre- 
Sident and provost of the Univers- 
ity, said that the decrease in en- 
rollment will be saused by several 
factors connected with national de- 
fense: drafting of young men for 
selective service; voluntary entrance 
of college men in various branches 
of the armed forces and in activities 
contributing to national defense; and 
increasing opportunities for employ- 
ment. 

Residents of California will be 
required to pay an incidental fee 
of $27.50 at the time of registration. 
This fee pays for medical care, gym 
equipment and other privileges. 
Out-of-state registrants must pay a 
fee of $75.

IT SAVES WORK 


PALMYRA, Ill., (W—Frank An- 
drew has one of the most remark- 
able gadgets seen around these parts 
since Grandpa brought home a Ka- 
leidoscope. 

Andrew admits it ought to have a 
name, but he says it was too much 
work to think one up. He’s opposed 
to work, he explains, particularly 
around this time of year when the 
weather gets pretty hot. 

And that’s how it happened An- 
drew invented his contraption for 
getting in the harvest by remote 
control. He says he’d like people 
to Know about it who live in the 
city because it’s too much work to 
be a farmer. 

The device consists of an ordin- 
ary tractor and combine attached to 
a long piece of piano wire which An- | 
drew fastens to a pole in the middle | 
of the field he wants to work. It 
costs $10 to build. i 

“All IT have to do is start the ma- 


chinery,” he explains. “When the | 
tractor starts to move the wire | 
winds around an old automobile '
